One weels was ordered to 
Belgium, to follow and photo- 
graph His Majesty. At O#Hend, 
the famous Belgian summer 
resort, the Kaiser was walking 
along the beach one day with 
Admiral von Schroeder, who is 
in command of the German de- 
fenses there. The movie opera- 
tor followed him. The soldicr 
had been following the Kaiser 
several days so His Majesty 
recognized him, erdered him to 
put up his camera and prepare 
‘to make a special film. When 
the camera was ready His Maj- 
esty danced a jig. waved his 
seeplre und then his helmet, 
smiled and shouted grectings 
to the camcra man—then went 
on along the beach. 

When the photographer 
reached Berlin and showed the ° 
film to the censors of the Gen- 
eral Staff they were shocked 
by the section of the Kaiser at 
Ostend. They ordered it cut 
out of the film because they 
did not think it advisable to 
show the German people how 
much their Emperor was cn- 
joying the war!—CARL ACK-

Navy's Officers Chosen in Way 
To Insure Fittest for Service. 


In the first place, the manner of selecting its 
officers is as democratic a system as can wel! be 
devised. The appointments by Congressmen a 
Senators are practically all made from the re- | 
sults of competitive examinations in every state } ( 
and district; the best man mentally and physically \ 
is supposed to win and gain entrance to Annapo- 
lis. The President's appointments are generally | 
reserved for the sons of those who have served ) 


‘their country. 


To be an officer in the navy a man must have) 
at least four years of a highly technical training, 
since it goes without saying that a modern naval 
officer must be a scientist and a specialist. and 
that the delicate and complicated mechanism of \ 
battleships costing millions of dollars or even } 
of destroyers cannot be trusted to amateurs. 
That is one troublé with democracy today- we ) 
need fewer amateurs and more trained specialists. ? 
Jeffersonian democracy was a democracy of ama- 
teurs: modern democracy is one of efficiency, 
of leadership: and the navy, in choosing its off!- 
cers, so far as possible puts this principle of lead- 
ership into practice—of leadership of the trained, 
of the fittest in their particular branch. And 
even after the weeding out by competitive exam- 
inations, the path through the naval academy 
itself is strewn with wrecks. 

To return for a moment to the yeoman of whom 
I have spoken, he informed me that he has a 
brother entering Annapolis this year. That; 
brother may be an Admiral) of the fleet. But the 
yeoman is content and proud to remain in the 
service, performing his duties to the best of his 
ability. When he es the age of 47 he may 
retire with something like $20,000 In the bank and 
a pension that will support him comfortably for 
life.

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HOME WRECKERS’ EXOUSES. 

When a man or woman, as in the Lusk-Roberts 
case, persists in a course which will in all proba- 
bility result in the wrecking of a home, the plea 
of love cannot be allowed by society, if the in- 
stitution of the family is to endure.

And when the one who seeks to wreck a home 
goes to the extreme of arguing that the obstacle 
in his or her way must be removed by violence, 
infatuation and dishonesty have borne their nat- 
ural fruit. Murder. is not far off in such a case. 
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FOUR LEGISLATIVE GRAND JURIES. 

Grand juries in St. Louis, Jefferson City, 
Springfield and Kansas City either now are ‘con- 
ducting inquiries or are about to conduct inquiries 
into suspicious transactions reflecting on the con- 
duct and public motives of members of the Legisla- 
ture. With so many engaged in the wholesome 
work the people ought to be assured of much light 


is carried on. The information collected may be 
followed by consequences providing deterrents on 
betrayal of the public interest, shiftiness and 
double-crossing for many legislatures to come. 
Facts showing the reason fér the many sins of 
omission at the late session may be as interesting 
and important as facts showing the reason for 
the fewer sins of commission. 

Credited with all the good things it did, the 
record of the 1917 Legislature was as a whole 
extraordinarily disappointing. One of its mys- 
teries is why it dared to flout the people and 
brazenly violate a pledge by which every mem- 
ber was bound by defeating the workmen’s com- 
pensation measure. 
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WOMEN’S SHOES AND NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

With the object of saving leather and labor, the 
Commercial Economy Board of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense urges manufacturers of women’s 
shoes to eliminate extreme styles and confine pro- 
duction to staple lines. The board’s action is in 
accord with the British policy of limiting the 
heights of women’s shoes to seven inches. 

Will the fair wearers co-operate in this reform? 
They might as a measure of war economy give up 
shoes of exaggerated height for the pumps théy 
persisted in wearing only a few years ago through 
winter's cold and summer’s heat. If they will 
serve their country in this particular with half 
the zeal they once served fashion the board’s prob- 
lem will be solved offhand. 

In the matter of cloth conservation, at least, it 
must be said that women have all along been do- 
ing their bit with credit to themselves and their 
country. Their skirts are as short and filmy as 
the law allows, and the decollette of their waists 
as deep. If now they will return to the low shoe, 
and if the manufacturers will refrain from putting 
temptation in their way in the form of freak nov- 
elties in footwear, much material can be conserved 
for military uses.

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POLAND’S DEATH AND RESURRECTION. 
In the British reply to the Russian Govern- 
ment’s request for a statement of war aims occurs 


this interesting paragraph: 

They heartily rejoice, therefore, that free 
Russia has announced her intention of liberat- 
ing Poland, not only Poland ruled by the old 
Russia autocracy, but equally that within the 
dominion of the Germanic empires. In this 
enterprise the British democracy wish Russia 
godspeed. 

In the three partitions of Poland by Prussia, 
Russia and Austria in 1772, 1792 and 1796, which 
extinguished the ancient kingdom for the ag- 
grandizement of the three Powers, not a voice of 
protest was raised anywhere in Europe. The con- 
temporary historian, Von Genz, remarks this, 
when he writes: 

The silence of France and England, the si- 
lence of all Europe, whilst such an alarming 
measure Was contrived and carried into ef- 
fect, is still more astonishing than the meas- 
ure itself. The imbecility of the French cabi- 
net, at the period when the evening shades 
began to gather round the life of Louis XV, 
explains but does not justify this silence. From 
England alone, and still less from the other 
powers, could any effectual opposition be ex- 
pected whilst France was dumb: but that no 
public demonstration, no energetic remon- 
atrance, no earnest protestation, no audible 
disapprobation should have followeti—these 
manifest symptoms of general relaxation and 

. decay of strength will not surely escape the 
observation of the future historian.

RECOGNIZING FARM LOAN BANKS. 

The most notable recognition of the benefits 
of the Farm Loan Bank system comes from 
Louisiana, where a call has been issued for a 
special session of the Legislature to repeal the 
“widow’s dower” law of that State. This law, 
giving the widow a claim above all others, stcod 


}in the way of farmers obtaining cheap money for 


improvements and for getting out of debt. Asa 
result, the law will go. — 

Before the special. session call was issued, a 
canvass of the members of the Legislature was 
made with a view of testing sentiment. When 
the responses had equaled the number of votes 
required, the repeal of the law was assured: The 
proposed law will permit the wife to waive her 
rights for the purpose of borrowing at a rate of 
interest not to exceed 6 per cent. 

As soon as the special session call. was in-the 
mails, a call to the various farmers’ organiza- 
tions was sent out, asking that they inform their 
members of the assured action, so that the farm- 
ers may prepare to negotiate farm loans. ‘The 
leaders of the farmer organizations are planning 
that $1,000,000 of loans shall be placed the day 
that the law permits. The situation has been 
carefully canvassed with a view of determining 
how much 5 per cent money the farmers want 
and it is estimated that the $1,000,000 ‘s within 
easy reach, ‘A million on the first day” is ‘the 
farm loan slogan of the State.

WINNING WAR WITH TEETH. 

Digging one’s grave with one’s teeth is too 
common a practice. That is the folly of gluttony. 
A reader now suggests that we may help to win 
the war with our teeth. His idea is that by 
“Fletcherizing’ our food we may save six-sev. 
enths of what we eat. 

The theory of Fletcherism is that food, as usual- 
ly eaten, loads the body up with large quanti- 
ties of material which have to be eliminated. The 
conscientious devotee of Fletcherism must ‘sre- 
fully and slowly masticate every particle he ruts 
in his mouth and, after extracting all that has 
any taste, eject the remainder. The books dwn’t 
say what he should do with this, or how he van 
dispose of it, say, in a restaurant or other »ub- 
lic place, without putting himself in danger of 
being summarily “bounced.” 

There is a film being run in a local naval re- 
cruiting station. One of the scenes show$ the 
“rookies” at their first-meal. The way they Gis- 
pose of sections of pie is certainly the reverse of 
Fletcherism. They don’t appear ever to have 
heard of the cult. 

However, the suggestion is not without value. 
We can save by more careful attention to chew- 
ing. We shall not require such heavy meals if 
we make the most of every mouthful. 


: BURYING BLUE LAWS. 

The municipal Judges of Des Moines have 
brought to an abrupt end the effort of Attorney- 
General Havner to enforce the blue laws in that 
State. Judge Mershon, speaking for the munici- 
pal Judges, ordered the police to make no more 
arrests for offenses for which acquittal had been 
ordered by the courts and to pay no more atten- 
tion to the orders of the Attorney-General. The 
decisions so far rendered by municipal Judges 
affect sales in drug stores, confectionaries, ga- 
rages and grocery stores and other “necessaries.” 
The Judges have made their rulings on each class 
of cases brought before them according to their 
view of “necessaries.” 

The blue law enforcement Jn Iowa has run the 
usual course of such reforms. When the plan 
of the Attorney-General was announced, all re- 
tailers closed for one Sunday, thinking the pub- 
lic would object. But the public appeared to 
think the affair a huge joke and, confessing an- 
noyance as to bread and gasoline, let the situation 
pass without protest. 

Then the retailers opened and courted arrest. 
Soon they had the lower courts clogged with 
cases and the Judges resorted to the ‘‘class” rul- 
ing, by which, when one druggist was acquitted, 
all cases against druggists were dismissed. In 
this way, five or six cases on Monday would clear 
the docket. But the Judges tired of this. Judge 
Mershon says that the police are needed for other 
purposes than for “persecution.” He says re- 
peated arrests where convictions cannot be ob- 
tained is “persecution.” In the meantime, some 
cases arranged by business organizations as tests 
are on their way to the Supreme Court of the

The advocates and opponents 
of unlimited submarine warfare mob- 
ilized all their forces at this meeting. 
The Kaiser, at this time, was inclined 
toward peace with America and was

As will be remembered, Germany 
promised, then, to respect international 
law as to the warning, searching and 
saving human life,.in connection with 
her submarines. As to the downfall o 
Tirpits, Von Falkenhayn and their pol- 
icy of frightfulness, Ackerman remarks: 

“Yon Tirpits and Von Falkenhayn, 
who, shortly after the war began, be- 
came the ringleaders of Germany’s or- 
ganized Might, had fallen not before 
the armed foes on the battlefield but 
before an unarmed nation with a Pres!- 
dent whose only weapon was public 
opinion. First, Von Tirpitz fell be- 
cause he was ready to defy the United 
States. Then came the downfall] of Von 
Falkenhayn, because he was prepared 


to damn fhe United States and all neu- 
trals. Surely a nation and a Govern- 
ment after 13 months of patience and 
hope had a right to believe that after 
all public opinion was a weapon which 
was sometimes more effective than any 
other. Mr. Wilson and the State De- 
partment were justified in feeling that 
their policy toward Germany was after 
all successful not alone because it had 
solved the vexing submarine issue, but 
begause it had aided the forces of de- 
mocracy in Germany. Because, with 
the downfall of Von Falkenhayn and 
Von Tirpitz, there was only one recog- 
nized authority in Germany. That was 
the Chancellor and the Foreign Office,

“But this was in May, 1916, scarcely 
eight months before the Kaiser changed 
his mind and again decided to support 
the people who were clamoring for a 
ruthless, murderous, defiant war against 
the whole world, if the world was ‘fool- 
ish’ enough to join in.’’ 

Hcw Germany, due to the menace of 
Russia’s armies under Gen. Brusiloff, 
obtained the military control of Austria, 


‘| Ackerman tells as follows: 


“Ine July Gen. Brusiloff attacked the 
Austrian forces in the neighborhood of 
Lusk, succeeded in persuading or brib- 
ing a Bohemian army corps ‘to desert 
and started through the Austrian posi- 
tions like a flood over sloping land. 
Brusiloff not only took several hundred 
thousand prisoners. He not only broke 
clear through the Austrian lines, but 
he thoroughly demoralized and de- 
stroyed the Austrian army as a unit in 
the world war.. Von Hindenburg, who 
had been maie chief of the German 
general staff, was compelled to send 
thousands of troops to the Wohlynian 
battlefields to stop the Russian invasion. 
But Von Hindenburg did not look with 
any degree of satisfaction upon the 
possibility of such a thing happening 
again and informed the Kaiser that he 
would continuc as chief of the general 
staff only upon condition that he iv 
made chief of all armies allied to Ger- 
many. At a conference at great head- 
quarters at Pless, in Silicia, where of- 
fices were moved frgm France as soon 
as the Field Marshal took charge, Hin- 
denburg was made the leader of all the 
armed forces in Central Europe. 

“Thus by one stroke, really by the aid 
of Russia, Germany succeeded in con- 
quering Austria-Hungary and in taking 
away 
forces, naval and military, which she 
had. At the same time the Bulgarian 
and Turkish armies were placed at the 
disposal of Von Hindenburg. So far so 
good for the Prussians.’’ 

The period between Mdy and Novem- 
ber, 1916, was a time of discussion, 
pamphleteering and conflict of opinion 
in Germany. The press called it the 
New Orientation. [t came to a climax 
on Dec: 12, when the Chancellor pro- 
posed peace ‘conferences to the allies. 


As everyone knuwe, they were rejected. 
Food Control in Germany. 
Of food control, the author writes: 


“The most important step the Gov- 
ernment took in food control was to or- 
sanize the Zentral Einkaufgesellschaft, 
popularly known ae the ‘Z. E. G.’ The 
first object of this organization was to 
purchase food in neutral countries. Pre- 
viously German merchants had been 
going to Holland, Switzerland and the 
Scandinavian countries to buy supplies. 
These merchants had been ®idding 
against each other in order to get pro- 
ducts for their concerns. In this way 
food was madé much more expensive 
than it would have been had one pur- 
chaser gone outside of Germany. So 
the Government prohibited all firms 
from buying food abroad. Traveling 
agents of the ‘Z% E. G.’ went to these 
countries and bought all of the supplies 
available at a fixed price. Then thase 
resold to German dealers at cost. 

“Such drastic measures were neces- 
sitated by the public demand that every 
one share alike. The Government found 
it extremely difficult to control the 
food. Farmers and rich landowners in- 
sisted upon dlaughtering their own pigs 
for thelr own use. They insisted upon 
eating the eggs their chickens laid, or, 
upon sending them through the mall to 
friends at high prices, tHereby evading 
the egg card regulations. But the Gov- 
ernment stepped in and farmers were 
prohibited from killing their own cat- 
tle and from sending foods to friends 
and special customers. Farmers had to 
Selling everything to the B. G Z’”

When Americans ask, How long. wan 


Germany hold out? | reply, ‘As 
as the German Government can nto 
the vanity and stimulate the nerves of 
}the people, and as long as the people 
permit the Government to “do the na- 
tion’s thinking.’ 

“Germany is today in the position of a 
man on the verge of a nervous break- 
down; in the position of « man who is 
undernourished, who ts Gepressed, who 
ig weighed down by colossal burdens, 
whe is brooding over the loss of friends 
and relatives, but of a man who feels 
that his future health and happiness de- 
pend upon his ability to held out until 
the crisis passes. * * *¢ 

“When the Berlin Foreign Office an- 
nounced, after the sinking of the Sus- 
sex, that the ruthless torpedoing of 
ships would be stopped, the German 
statesmen meant this method would be 
discontinued until there were suf- 
Gcient submarines to defy the Unit- 
ed States. At once the German navy, 
which has always been anti-American, 
began building submarines night and 
day. Bvery one in the Government 
knew the oe would come when Ger- 
many would havé to break its Sussex 
pledge. |

“On Dec. 8 1916, the German ad- 
miralty announced that he had just re- 
turned from a special trip, having tor- 
pedoed and mined 22 ships on one voy- 
age.’ 

“ ‘What had he been doing” 

“ ‘For several months last summer he 
trained officers and crews in this branch 
of warfare, which gained him interna- 
tional notoriety.’ 

“Tt is said that Steinbrink has trained 
more naval men than any other subma- 
rine commander. Concluding, Ackerman 
says: 

“Germtny’s defeat will be the greatest 
event in history because it will estab- 
lish world democracy upon a firm foun- 
dation and because Germany itself will 
emerge democratic. The Chancellor has

Before the close of the campaign 
season in behalf of the destitute and 
heat-menaced infants, it is expected 
that the film will carry its wealth of vi- 
tal information to thousands of men and 
women who have hitherto given the sub- 
ject of infant-life conservation little 
serious thought and. therefore, have but 
vague knowledge of what is being ac- 
complished through the enthusiasm and 
energy of girls and boys of St. Louis 
and neighbor communities, with whom 
the Post-Dispatch finds co-operation a 
genuine and increasing satisfaction. 

Real Life Pictures. 

Every essential detail of the Fund's 
operations is to be presented in real 
life pictures. These include baby clinics 
at the St. Louls pure Milk Commission, 
the nursing system in charge of trained 
nurses, preparation and distribution of 
the pasteurized milk, distribution of free 
lee, and groups of children in active ar- 
rangement of benefit entertainmonts and 
other means of upbuilding the Fund. 

The motion picture has already estab- 
lished itself as an entertainment me- 
dium, and it is also steadily demonstrat- 
ing its value as an agency in fostering 
the more vital public undertakings. It 
has been utilized with splendid effect 
in promoting some of the great war en- 
terprises of this and other nations, stim- 
ulating enlistments of fighting forces 
and subscriptions for their maintenance, 
and generally arousing patriotic spirit. 
That it will serve an equally vital pur- 
pose in emphasizing the appeal of the 
destitute and imperilied babes for a 
chance to live and serve the country in 
future years is rot a matter of doubt.

velops. Democratic discipline is harder 
to achieve, but its ultimate results ‘s 
to make self-respecting individuals. A 
man understands w hyhe must obey, 
arid obeying, rises. By doing one job 
to the best of his ability, he gets a 
better job—whereas the shirker buries 
his talent in the ground. 

France, I am told, has achieved a 
democratic army. The captain of a 
company is the best man in the com- 
pany, or he does not remain a captain. 
He is also the father of a family. 
When he speaks to them, he used the 
familiar “thou,’’ and they take their 
problems and troubles to him. Is dis- 
cipline relaxed? The achievements of 
the French army are a _ sufficient 
answer. Here is the democratic prin- 
ciple of voluntary, enlightened sub- 
mission which, by the way, is the very 
core of the new American system of 
education as set forth by John Dewey. 
And such is the practice of the Ameri- 
can Navy. I have no doubt it holds 
good for an army also. In the navy 
a g00d officer is the father of his di- 
vision, he studies his young men, seeks 
out the individual qualities in each and 
develops them. For the secret of de- 
mocracy is the secret of scientifice or- 
ganization—of putting every man into 
his proper job. Then, and only then, he 
ceases to be an idler artd a waster. And 
this is true religion. 

And the Captain, as he stands on the 
bridge looking down over the busy fore- 
castle, his eye upon all—if he is a good 
Captain. If he is not a good Captain 
somebody sees to it that he does not 
get his promotion. What might be 
called service-public-opinion sees to it

New Type of Seamen From 
Inland States Improving Navy. 

That same Captain, when a division 
Officer, called upon a bosum’s mate 
to drill the division in setting-up ex- 
ercises, at the time those exercises were 
inaugurated in the service. But the 
bosum’s mate was of the old-fashioned 
sort of bluejacket, secretly regarded 
the exercises as antics, and said he 
didn’t know how. ‘Very well,” said 
the officer, “is there any man here 
‘who knows?” A second-class seaman 
Stepped forward and began the Grill. 
Three days was all the bosum’s mate 
could bear; at the end of that time he 
took Charge himself—he wouldn't have 
a@ second-class seaman drilling him. I 
cite this as an instance of applied phy- 
chology and sound democracy. 


Among the best seamen we get in 
our navy—and, thanks to the material 
as well as the system, they are the best 
in the world—are those who come from 
the inland states. They are a new 
kind of tar, and in initiative, in dis- 
cipline and intelligence a vast improve- 
ment over the swaggering, tobacco- 
chewing yet lovable bluejacket of tra- 
dition.

it a less serious infringement of law 
and order than it would otherwise have 
been. 

Refase to Give Up Arms. 

Red Guard—A suggestive term likely 
to be in the news. It refers to the 
armed workmen who refuse to give up 
their arms, maintaining it is the right 
of every free citizen to arm himself 
singly or by organization. They are 
openly armed “for the war against the 
bourgeois.” It is under the sway of 
the most anarchistic teachers and is 
not to be laughed aside. It began in a 
small group of 87 workmen who banded 
themselves together when the revolution 
began and decided to seize and hold all 
possible arms. 

They engaged in the dangerous 
work of driving out the police who, 
paid to remain hidden and shoot on 
the crowds, shot from roofs with ma- 
chine guns and, when chased, took 
refuge and gave battle in dark attics. 
Several of the small band were killed 
routing them out, but they made a 
good haul of machine guns as well 
as rifles. Among other things, they 
boast of having hidden an afmored 
auto truck—apparently against the 
day of reckoning with the bourgeols. 
They say they do not intend to shoot 
up the bourgeois, but to exercise 
moral force arid the force of machine 
guns on them. Their number in Pe- 
trograd is believed to be 4000. They 
are not exactly a secret organization, 
as they have held meetings in the 
eity hall, but they refuse all coax- 
ings to give up their arms. 

The bourgeois as a term is used in 
Russia just as it is used by radicals 
everywhere. The looseness of the 
term, the insult heaped upon the 
harmless citizen so pointed out and 
scorned, here as elsewhere, hurts the 
cause of Socialism. The Russian 
bourgeois are a particularly amiable 
lot and want to see the revolution 
bring atout as complete a leveling 
of human righte as possible. They 
were responsible for at least half the 
success of the revolution, but with 
that fanaticism with which forward 
movements seem to be fated, they are 
looked upon as enemies to Socialism. 
In fact, they are much less “bour- 
geois” that our own bourgeois. 

For 560 years the best bourgeois 
families in Russia have been losing 
sons and daughters exiled for their 
revolutionary actions. 

All the leadership of the revolution 
was bourgeois. The people who cul- 
tivated the spirit of revolution, the 
Intelligencia, all are bourgeois. But 
as used, the word has come to mean 
that part of the population which is 
not actively bestirring itself to bring 
about complete Socialism. The So- 
clalists are losing a lot of possitle 
support by the defiant use of that 
loose term, bourgeois.

i meeting at the new open-air munici- 


pal theater. The Americanization 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
‘merce had planned a demonstration 
for that time and place, but consented 
to give way to the Nation's Birthday 
Association. 


Day of Real Patrictism. 
Mrs. Benjamin F. Bush, Missouri 


chairman of the women’s committee, 
Council of National Defense, has sent 
letters to the mayors of all Missouri 
towns and cities, asking that they 
co-operate in making July 4a day 
for the diplay of real patriotism, and 
not for picnics and fireworks. 

Each mayor is asked to include in 
the Independence Day program a 
speech to the women of the com- 
munity, acquainting them. with the 
need for their services in the war, 
showing them how they can help, and 
emphasizing the need for a complete 
registration for service of all the 
1,800,000 women in the State, 

This registration will be conducted 
simultaneously throughout the State, 


On a date to be announced, and will 


be for the purpose of organizing the 
women of Missouri in the work of 


‘winning the war. 


The letters went out Friday. With 
them went literature regarding the 
purpose of the Women’s Committee of 
the National Defence Council as well 
as patriotic song books, and extracts 
from the President’s recent speeches 
outlining the objects and purposes of 
thi country’s part in the war. 

A notable observance, in which the 
new-found freedom of the Russian peo- 
ple and the independence of America 
will be celebrated, has been announced 
for July 4 by the Russian Orthodox 
Chureh at 1125 Hickory street. : 


Celebration by Russians. 
Circulars in Russian ¢ d English, an- 


nouncing the celebratics, contain these 
paragraphs: 

“This celebration is given for bring- 
ing together all Russian peoples to unite 
our brotherly slavic nationalities. 

“‘We stand to honor Free America and 
its Star-Spangled Banner O’er the Land 
of the Free and to praise and honor 
the liberty of Russian people. 

“We invite all organizations and 
lodges to join us on this big Russian 
day, and together we will shout ‘May 
Long Live the Freedom of America 
and Slavia.’ ”’ 

The all-day celebration will open with 
religious services in the churck at 9 
o'clock, conducted by Archbishop Evdo- 
kim of New York. 

At noon there will be the ceremonial 
of the blessing of the Russian national 
flag of the parish. At 1 o'clock a parade 
will move from the church to Servian 
Hall, 722 Barry street. In the line wil: 
be Slavic societies and organizations, 
with flags and banners. At 2 o'clock 
there will be a national mass meeting 
at Servian Hall, with a concert. From 
6 p. m. to midnight there will be amuse- 
ments and refreshments.

Shortage in Accounts, Not Loss 
of Passports, Caused Him 
to Kill Himeelf. 


$100,000 PUT IN BANK 
Ambassador Offered to Turn 


Sum Over to Government, 
but It Was Declined. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—James W. 
Gerard, former Ambassador to Ger- 
many, made a statement here in connec- 
tion with the charges against him in 
the Vossische Zeitung of Berlin, in con- 
tinuation of its attacks upon him. The 
newspaper alleged that Gerard was re- 
sponsible for the suicide of Ludwig 
Grosse by taking from him his Amer:- 
can passport and discrediting him after 
having given him recommendations 
when he came to America to solicit 
funds for the German Red Cross. 

Gerard explained what disposition 
was made of the $100,000 collected in 
America for German relief work, which 
he took back to Germany with him 
upon his return there after his visit to 
Washington a short time before he was 
recalled from Berlin. ‘ 

Gerard said: 

Short in His Accounts. 

“Ludwig Grosse committed suicide 
because he was short in his accounts, 
not with the German Red Cfoss, but 
in other business he was engaged in. 
He also knew that the German Gov- 
ernment had discovered that his wife 
had been swindling people. In spite 
of my forbidding her to do so, Mrs 
Grosse had been collecting for the 
‘American Kitchen’ and used Mrs. 
Girard’'s name in connection with it. 

Kept Part of Receipts. 

“TI gave Grosse a letter of introduc- 
tion and took it away later when I 
found that he was collecting for the 
German Red Cross and keeping a big 
percentage of the proceeds for his 
own pocket. Incidentally I also dis- 
covered that he had written a letter 
to the German Government in which 
hie announced his intention of going 
to America and offered to do propa- 
ganda work. With regard to the tak- 
ing away of his passport, I found 
that Grosse had lived in Germany 
over 17 years and ah American pass- 
port is only good for two years. I 
do not regret the action I had to take 
in regard to Ludwig Grosse and would 
do the same thing again under simi- 
lar circumstances to prevent innicent 
people from being swindled.” 

With regard to the $100,000, Ger- 
ard offered to hand it over before 
leaving Berlin for distribution, but 
the officials refused to take it. Final- 
ly he paid the sum into a bank to re- 
main there until after the war.

Judge Holds Dr. Hurt Is Not 
Resident of Lebanon; Drys 
Contest Dismissed. 


The custim af “going home to vote’’ is 
pronounced unlawful in a decision filed | 
yesterday in the County Court at Belle< 
ville, by Judge A. J~ Duggan of Carlin- 
ville, in the suit brought by Dr. H. W. 
Hurt, president of McKendreee College, 
and others, to contest the election held 
in Lebanon in April, when the city voted 
for saloons. The decision is that a voter 
cannot move from one voting district to 
another and retain his vote at his for- 
mer place of residence. 

Dr. Hurt’s right to be a petitioner in 
the cade was questioned on the ground 


that he had moved from Lebanon to 
O’Falion township, just outside the Leb- 
anon limits. Although the testimony 
was that Dr. Hurt retained Lebanon as 
his legal residence, voted there and did 
not vote in O’Fallon township, Judge 
Duggan’s decision is that he is not a 
citizen of Lebanon, is not entitled to 
vote there and is not a qualified peti- 
tioner in the case. 

The finding of Judge Duggan on the 
question of citizenship was as follows: 

“The court holds the law to be that 
even though the citizen may at one time 
have been a legal voter in a given pre- 
cinct, yet if he permanently’ abandons 
his residence and acquires an abode in 
another precinct, intending to occupy it 
indefinitely as his home and to the ex- 
clusion of any other place of residence, 
he loses his right to vote in the first 
precinct, by operation of law, no ma‘*- 
ter what his desire or preference in the 
premises may be. 

“The court holds that Dr. Hurt has 
abandoned his residence in the city of 
Lebanon and taken up his residence 
elsewhere and without intention of re- 
turning, and that he is nor a legal 
voter in the city of Lebarn.’’ 

As the law requires five petitioners, 
and the disqualification of Dr. 
leaves but four, the case was dismissed. 
An appeal will be taken. It will act as 
a stay and prevent the reopening of the

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IN CAR LOADING 


Organization Here Takes Steps 
to Provide Space for Gov- 
ernment Supplies. 


The St. Louis organization on Car 
Service, at a meeting at Union Station 
yesterday, attended by representatives 
of all the lines serving the city, adop- 
ted the slogan: “Load your cars to 
the limit and 10 per cent beyond 
marked capacity.” 

It was decided for the sub-commit- 
tee on intensive car-loading, headed 
by L. W. Mosher, to send a special 
appeal to shippers and receivers of 
freight, calling their attention to the 
fact that railroads are taxed to the 
limit of their carrying power, with 
greatly increased demands to be made 
for the movement of crops and troops 
and military supplies, and mentioning 


as a striking illustration that the 
handling of one troop train from El 
Paso to the east coast méans the 
withdrawal from regular service of 
15 to 20 locomotives. 

“The only solution,” the letter says, 
“is intensive car loading and prompt 
movement of loads and empties. Make 

one car serve the purpose of two. 
Double load wherever possible. It has 
been estimated that if maximum load- 
ing can be secured of the cars avail- 
able, a shortage of 800,000 cars can be 
prevented. A close analysis of the 
loading in St. Louis and East 8&t. 
Louis switching limits shows the av- 
erage barely 60 per cent of the maxi- 
mum capacity.” 


Wheat is already moving from 
Oklahoma, Texas and other South- 
western States and a big July move- 
ment will come out of Kansas and 
Missouri and other States, which will 
take out of the industrial gateways 
many thousands of cars. The com- 
mittee hopes to take care of all the 
St. Louis industries while the crop 
movements are under way and be- 
lievea it will succeed if shippers co- 
operate to the fullest degree. Iro 
L. Burlingame, general manager of 
the Terminal Association, is chairman 
of the organization.

OUT BY ST. LDUIS 
HOSPITAL UNIT 


Men at Blackpool Weep Copi- 
ously and Learn How to 
Put on Helmets. 
TAKEN INTO “TRENCHES” 
Third Letter by Sergt. Leland 
Mitchell Gives Details of 
Their Training. 


The 141 enlisted men in St. Louis base 
hospital unit No. 21, now in service in 


France, got their first experiences in 
trench life and “gas attacks” while 
quartered at Blackpool, the “Coney Is- 
land’’ of England. 

The details are described in a letter 
written from Blackpool by Sergt. Leland 
Mitchell, a 23-year-old Washington Uni- 
versity medical senfor, and only son of 
Mrs. Rose P. Mitchell, a widow, of 
4545A West Papin street. Two interest- 
ing letters from Mitchell, describing the 
unit’s voyage across the Atlantic and 
its arrival at Blackpool, were printed in 
the Post-Dispatch. 

. Text of His Letter. 

His third letter, posted at Blackpool 
June 1, to his sister, Margaret, follows: 

“We have swung into the military as- 
pect of the organization and have four 
ours a day (or more) of intensive drill, 
We line up on the Aubert road, where 
the privates are billeted, and march 
down to the promenade and down the 
steps of the high stone embankment, 
which keeps the sea out at high tide, 
and drill on the sands, right next to the 
sea. The rollers sometimes break and 
we get our feet wet. The sand where 
the waves come up is packed as hard 
as the ground and it makes a fine pa- 
rade field. 

“It gets pretty cold out on the beach 
in the morning. There is always a 
breeze either to or from the Irish Sea 
end it is a chilly damp breeze so every- 
tody has a cold. 

“The other morning a British officer 
took us out to some _ trenches 
which were built by some of the soldiers 
end explained gas attacks to us. We 
also learned the methods of getting into 
and out of the usual kind -of gas hel- 
mets. They gave us a try at an atmos- 
phere of ‘tear gas’ and we all wept co- 
piously, but it is harmless otherwise. 

“Yesterday morning a Lieutenant Col- 
onel of the Royal Army Medical Corps 
explained to us in detail the methods of 
getting patients from the trenches to 
the base hospitals. He also explained:

Still Light at Bedtime. 

“Ali of the privates are supposed to be 
in at 9:30 in the evening. The theaters, 
dance halls and shops close at 10 and all 
lights are out at 10:30. And the deuce 
of it is the sun doesn’t go down until 
£:30 and it’s still light at 11 p. m., 

‘‘One’s money usually carries him from 
two to six times as far here as it would 
in America. And they say that things 
“are even much cheaper in France. 

“The people treat us royally. The 

Winter Garden, where most everyone 
hangs out in the evenings, onlv costs us 
346d, or 7 cents, and it is a palace. Trees 
in it and lanes and benches and an 
enormous dancing room with a big 
orchestra. Everything inside, except 
food, is free. One could earn $3000 in 
America and live at east for the rest 
of his life in England. 
“The only thing that mars the joy or 
it all is the lack of American tobacco. 
I dor’t smoke much myself, but if you 
should happen to see a stray carton of 
cigarettes roaming about as though it 
were looking for some place to go—just 
catch it and mail it to me and earn my 
everlasting thanks. 

“We leave here probably in a few 
days. Fremont Luecking and I have 
been given charge of the health of the 
enlisted men. 

‘Don’t forget the cigarettes—and if 
your friends feel benevolent, they migat 
send a few dozen packages to a poor 
soldicr in France—the soldier being your 
own Willie.’’ 

Marvels at Women Workers. 

William B. Rogers, in a letter to his 
father, J. M. Rogers of 6168 Westminster

“The women over here,” Rogers 
writes, “do all the work—sweep the 
streets, run the street cars, tend bar, 
smoke on the street and drink at the 
bar.

DEATHS ADD TO DISTRESS 


Head of Belgian Mission Now in 
U. S. Dependent Upon Sal- 
ary in Relief Work. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—While Bar- 
on Ludovic Moncheur, head of the Bel- 
gian mission, was telling the Senate of 
some of the hardships suffered by his 
countrymen the other day, had he let 
personality enter into his discourse he 
}could have unfolded a tale of experience 
of his own and those of his wife, who is 
known in St. Louis, that would have 
been as appealing to sympathy as those 
of any other Belgian. 

At the beginning of the war the Baron 
was a man of rank and substantial for- 
tune. He had represented his country 
as Foreign\ Minister at a number of 
capitals, most recently at Mexico City, 
Washington, and Constantinople.. His 
family, residents of Namur, were strong- 
ly intrenched financially in lands and 
banks of.the country. He had married 
successively two lovely American wom: 
en. His first wife was a Miss Holman of 
Baltimore, who left him three daughters 
when she died. His second wife was 
Charlotte Clayton, whom he met while 
Powell Clayton was United States Am- 
bassador to Mexico, during a McKinley 
and a Roosevelt administration. 

The Claytons were residents of Arkan- 
Sas, making their home at Eureka 
Springs while the future Baroness was 
growing to womanhood. They lived at 
the Crescent. Hotel, which, under the 
direction of a stock company, of which 
Gen. Clayton was president, became a 
‘favorite resort of St. Louis society. 
Many visitors from that city will remem- 
ber the three Clayton girls. Charlotte, 
on frequent visits there, distinguished 
herself in the sports of the day at the 
old Country Club, particularly in horse- 
back riding of a rather daring char- 
acter. She was exceptionally handsome 
and distinguished looking, carrying six 
feet of height with consummate grace 
and dignity. She attended for a while 
Bishop Robertson Hall, an Episcopalian 
school in St. Louis, now defunct. Later 
she finished at Ogontz School, near 
Philadelphia, where high scholastic 
honors were conferred upon her and she 
was voted the ‘prettiest girl in the 
class.’’ She was big and handsome and 
sporting, a great chum of her brother, 
Powell Clayton Jr., who became an offi- 
cer in the army. 

Almost a Mandlin Lover. 

When Baron Moncheur offered her a 
title and established position among the 
elect of the world socially, he knew she 
would adorn it with luster, but it was 
not mere practical foresight, for he 
was a devoted, almost a maudlin lover. 
Theirs was an international match 
through which romance has endured. 
They have three children, a daughter, 
named for her mother’s younger sister, 
Kathleen. This sister also married int.» 
the diplomatic corps at Mexico City an 
Englishman, Arthur Grant-Duff, son of 
the late Sir Montrose Grant-Duff. The 
other children are Marie Theodosia and 
Charles, heir to the baronetcy. if Bel- 
gium titles are allowed to survive, 

In the summer of 1914 Moncheur was 
at Constantinople and his wife was so- 
journing at Montana, Switzerland, for 
the benefit of her little son’s health. 
Then the war broke out. In a few days 
Namur fell, devastated, and Moncheur 
was bereft all at once and entirely of 
fortune and position. With not enough 
money to pay first-class passage, not 
enough to buy a scrap of mourning for 
her father, who died in Washington 
during that same terrible August, tho 
Baroness widely separated from her 
husband, whose duties kept him in Tur- 
key, was thrown upon the charity of 
friends and more fortunate members of 
her family. With her children and two 
now superfluous maids she made her 
way to England to join her sister. She 
found the Grant-Duffs in almost as 
homeless a plight. They had been lit- 
erally stoned out of Dresden. Retiring 
one night after having tried in vain to 
decipher messages which they suspected 
were important but for which the En- 
glish Foreign Office had used a code 
strange and unfamiliar at the Dresden 
legation, still sympathizing with thels 
German friends upon being drawn into 
a war with Russia, they did not know 
that England was even thinking of 
breaking diplomatic relations. They 
were rudely awakened from their sleep 
by glass and stones falling upon their 
beds. The populace had not lost a mo- 
ment in informing them that war had 
been declared and venting pent-up 
epleen upon the English. Under a sem- 
blance of official protection they had 
been hustled out of the country In tight- 
lv senled cars, carrying nothing but 
their hand luggage filled mostly with 
the legation papers. 

The name of Grant-Duff's brother Adri- 
an, n Liautenant Colonel and commander 
of the Black Watch Regiment, was in the 
first list of casualites published at the 
beginning of the war. His mother died 
shortly afterward, her death hastened 
by grief. In a little country lodge near 
the manor house on an estate of Grant- 
Duff's sister, the Clayton sisters settied 
down to the simplest manner of living. 


Feature a Hopeless Wreck. 
The Moncheur fortunes still are a 


hopeless wreck; yet in comparison to the 
hardships euffered by their countrymen 
actually living in Belgium, their plight 
ivy only relatively unfortunate, it will ba 
said. It is great only in so far as they 
had much to lose. The Baroness, no lese 
sportingly than in her younger days. 
never has lost sight of the fact that it 
is only worldly acquisitions of which 
they are deprived. She never adapted 
herself to pomp and power more gracc- 
fully than she has to comparative por- 
erty and obscurity. 

Both sisters occupied themselves

their only and idolized brother, at San 
Antonio. His mother, who had val- 
iantly risked the dangers of sea trav- 
el to join her daughters in England 
last summer, succumbed to shock, and 
died just four weeks after her son. 

Madame Moncheur does not accom- 
pany her husband on his present mis- 
sion to this country.

Subscription blanks will be circulated 
among the employes of every business 
house, and 4000 Boy Scouts will de- 
liver literature to every home appeal- 
ing for contributions. 

It became known yesterday that one 
millionaire St. Louisan, to whom four 
committees have been sent to solicit 
subscriptions, had refused to make’a 
contribution. He demanded to know in 
detail just how the Ked Cross money 
was to be expended. Another commit- 
tee will be sent to him to make an ap- 
peal, in the name of suffering human- 
ity, to do his part. It was deciared 
by those who had_ solicited subscrip- 
tions from him that he had been loud 
in his declarations of Americanism only 
a short time before He was asked to 
aid the Red Cross.

Fleet’s Arrival Marks U. 8s. Navy’s 
Entrance Upon Patrol Service. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—The arrival 
in Brazilian waters of an American fleet 
squadron commanded by Admiral Cap- 
erton, reveals that the American navy 
has taken over responsibility for the 
patrol of that region against German 
raiders. Caperton’s rank as an admiral 
and fleet commander insures his senior- 
ity and, therefore, his authority over 
any other allied craft that may still be 

engaged in patrol work there. 

Caperton’s squadron is supposed to in- 
clude cruisers of the Pacific fleet, giv- 
ing the American officer a powerful 
force. 

One of the first agrééments reached 
witn Great Britain and France pro- 
vided that the United States navy 
should patrol Atlantic waters from New 
Foundland to Brazil. It is not known 
whether patrol operations extend south 
of Brazil. Navy officials decline, tor 
military reasons, to discuss details. 

The Government found it necessary 
to alter existing laws in order to place 
Admiral Caperon or an officer of simi- 
lar rank in command of the southern 
wing of the patrol line. It is recalled 
that some time ago, without giving ex- 
planation, the Navy Department ob- 
tained’ from Congress authority to re- 
move the restriction which aliowed only 
three admirais to be appointed—one for 
the Atlantic fleet, one’ for the Pacific 
fleet and one for the Asiatic fleet. The 
law was amended so that the geo- 
graphical distribution of the officers of 
this rank was eliminated,

PAN-RUSSIANS VOTE 
TO ELIMINATE THE DUMA 


Resolution Passed by Radicals Also Declares for 
Dissolution of Council of Empire— Would 
Cut Off Credit of Bodies 


PETROGRAD, June 23.—Dissolution 
of the Council of the Empire is de- 
clared for in a resolution passed to- 
day by the Pan-Russian Congress of 
Councils of Deputies of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen, after prolonged debate. 
The elimination of the Duma also is 
demanded. 

The resolution was proposed by the 
Minimalists. It is proposed to abolish 
the Duma by annuling the mandates 
of the deputies and cutting off the 
credits voted for the upkeep of that 
body, as well as those for the support 
of the Council of the Empire.. The 
Congress on Thursday voted approval 
of the coalition cabinet, 543 to 126, 
and pledge its support of the Provis- 
ional Government. 


The local Council of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's deputies at Voronezh has 
arrested Archbishop Tikhoff of Vor- 
onezh and has sent him to Petrograd. 
He will be placed at the disposal of 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen's Council 
there. 


The special commission drafting the 
bill dealing with the elections to the 
constituent assembly has limited the 
unmber of delegates to 800 equivalent 
to one for every 200,000 inhabitants. Each 
province will constitute an electoral di- 
vision and each of the provinces will 
have a minimum of five deputies. Pet- 
rograd and Moscow will form special 
electorates. 

The group of anarchists who are en- 


trenched in the country house of Gen. 
Durnovo in a suburb of Viborg today 
informed newspaper men that they are 
backed by 6000 fully armed men known 
as “The People's Militia,’’ and several 
machine gun companies. The anarch- 
ists, who were ordered yesterday by 
Minister of Justice Pereveizeff to evac- 
uate the house said they also counted 
upon the active support of several in- 
fantry units. 

It was reported tonight that the Max- 
imalists are organizing an armed anti- 
government street demonstration to be 
held in Petrograd tomorrow. The Max- 
imalist organization was responsible, 
according to police, for the attempt on 
the life of Premier Stolypin in 1906. 
Later authorities announced that the 
group had been entirely broken up. 


“Russian Army Kuows Necessity of 
Crushing Militarism.” 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Rus- 
sian army has proved to its own satis- 
faction the vital necessity of crushing 
German militarism, Lieutenant-Generai 
Viadimir Roop, military head of the 

Russian mission, said here today. 

The long period of calm on the Rus- 
sian front, he said, caused first by ter- 
rible weather conditions and, second, by 
illusions that revolution also would 
penetrate Germany, now is ended. Dis- 
cipline has been restored, the munitions 
supply is once more flowing and the 
weather is advantageous for operations.

“What Russia is aiming for is the 
establishment of a firm and iasting 
peace between democratic nations. The 
triumph of German autocracy would 
render such peace impossible. It would 
be the source of the greatest misery, 
and, besides that, a threatening menace 
of Russia’s freedom. 
“The provisional Government is lay- 
ing all endeavor to reorganize and for- 
tify the army for action in common with 
the allies. 

“Gentlemen of the House, I will close 

my address by saying—Russia will not 
fail to be a worthy partner in the ‘league 
of honor.’ ”’ 
When the address was concluded the 
Russians gathered informally and were 
introduced to the members by Speaker 
Clark and other House officials. Repre- 
sentative Rankin received extra atten- 
tion from the Russians when they were 
advised of her identity. 

Members of the mission stood in a re- 
ceiving line while members passed by. 
Everyone warmly congratulated Ambas- 
sador Bakhmestieff on his address. 

‘You see how we feel about it,’’ Sec- 
retary McAdoo said as he warmly 
pressed Mr. Bakhmetieff’s hand. ‘‘I 
came up especially to hear you. It was 
a very fine address.” 

Such expressions as “You touched the 
point,” “You've hit the bull’s-eye,’’ 
“You're a dandy,” “You're a cracker- 
jack,” “You gave us a lot of reassur- 
ance we wanted to hear,’’ accompanied 
handclasps as the-members filed by. 


Root Makes Two Addresses in Mos- 


sow. 

MOSCOW, Friday, June 22.—The Amer- 
ican mission, headed by Elihu Root, ar- 
rived here today and within a few 
hours Mr. Root had delivered two ad- 
dresses, the first to the Associated Com- 
mittees of Moscow, and the second to 
the Municipal Duma, which gathered 
in special session to greet the Amer- 
icans. 

In both meetings Mr. Root was warm- 
ly received and his repeated declara- 
tions that America had faith in Rus- 
sia's abflity and determination to wage 
to the end the war of democracy against 
German militarism brought response 
from all factions represented to the ef- 
fect that Russia would not lay down 
her arms while German autecracy sur- 
vived. 

A common soldier, who ts President of 
the Moscow Soldiers’ Deputies in the 
Municipal Duma, rose in response to 
Mr. Root’'s appeal to Russia and said 
the soldiers would do their duty. 

“We have had a history full of sor- 
rows, yet we have derived enough 
strength out of oppression to gain our 
liberty.” he said. “How much more 
strength will we derive from that lib- 
erty to carry our purpose through to a 
successful end?" 

The response evoked wild applause.

GETS AFTER RED TAPE 


American General Feels Neces- 
sity of a Free Hand in 
Operations Abroad.

PARIS, June 23..-The amalgama- 
tion of the American Clearing House, 
one of the chief institutions for han- 
dling the vast supplies contributed by 
America, with the American Red 
Cross, has been decided upon by Gen. 


Pershing. The merger has already 
begun and the organization of the 
clearing house and all its assets will 
be in the hands of the Red Cross by 
Sept. 1. The clearing house has been 
the intermediary between 5000 socie- 
ties and ¢ontributing individuals in 
the United States and has handled 
55,000,000 francs worth of food and 
clothing and 11,000,000 francs in cash. 
All its administration has been by 
American volunteers under the presi- 
dency of H. Herman Harjes and the 
business management of H. O. Beatty, 
who becomes director-general of the 
merged bodies. 

The new organization is the Ameri- 
can Red Cross for France and Bel- 
gium, which recently arrived with 
Maj. Grayson Murphy, a member of 
the War Council, as chief commis- 
sioner, and James H. Perkins, as as- 
sistant. The work of the Red Cross 
has now been divided under the fol- 
lowing heads: Military Affairs, En- 
gineering, Social Conditions, Civil Af- 
fairs, Transportation, Finance, Infor- 
mation, with experts heading each 
branch. 


Gen. Pershing announced today that 
he had appointed Maj. Murphy a mem- 
ber of his staff. | 

Gen. Pershing’s intention, it is ex- 
plained, is to control such direction of 
the American Red Cross activities in 
France as will enable the American 
army and American Government to 
assist the armies and the people of 
France most promptly and effectively. 

The amalgamation is but one por- 
tion of the constructive co-ordinative 
work which Gen. Pers‘iing has been 
busying himself. As one of his first 
tasks he found it necegsary to com- 
bine, centralize and subordinate to 
one authority the numerous missions 
of a military character. This has 
been going 0. for a full week and 
the French Ministry of War has been 
notified that all requests upon it 
from mission. or groups of any kind 
must come tii ouzsh American head- 
quarters. Tae result sought is to 
eliminate confusion and duplication 
of effort. Each mission wil] work 
under the authority of one head.’

Naval Crew on Freighter Opens 
Fire as Vesse] Maneuvers Out 
of Torpedo’s Course. 


ENEMY CRAFT IS STRUCK 

Destruction or Serious Damage 
of Second U-Boat 
counted in Official Report. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 23.—A 
fight between an American freight 


\steamship and a German submarine, 


which took place June 6, one day out 
from Genoa, Italy, and resulted in the 
navy gunners on the American vessel 
scoring at least one hit, was reported 
by the Captain of the steamer on his 
arrival here today. The Captain said 
the U-boat suddenly appeared at a 
distance of about 500 yards, and with 
her appearance a torpedo was launch- 
ed. The torpedo’s wake was clearly 
discernable and it was possibl- to so 
maneuver the vessel that it missed 
the ship by about 20 feet. Fire was 
immediately opened on the U-boat 
from a stern gun and four shots were 
discharged in rapid succession as the 
submarine submerged. 


The second shot, the Captain said, 


struck the periscope, throwing it high 
into the air and the U-boat disap- 
peared. The American vessel suffer- 
ed no damage. 

This is the second encounter re- 
ported within two days in which an 
American ship successfully defended 
herself against a submarine attack, 
a steamer arriving at an American 
port yesterday having reported an en- 
counter June 4, two days out from 
Liverpool. 


Commander of Crew Confirms Battle 
Story in Official Report. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Confirma- 
tion of the sinking or damaging of a 
German submarine by the navy gunner 
crew of an armed American merchant-

The periscope appeared 
ugain at a range of about @0 yards, 
when a shot from the after gun hit it 
squarely on the water line, making 
small bits of steel fly and causing com- 
motion of bubbles in the water. Ap- 
parently the submarine was either sunk 
or badly damaged, as nvuthing further 
was seen of it.’’

The drawn number will be telegraph- 
ed to the proper board.” 

This will be the manner in which 
the draft will be made and afterward 
the holder of a registration card 
whose number has been drawn will 
have to appear before the exemption 
board and show cause why he should 
not be compelled to serve. 

The detection of shirkers and slack- 
ers is expected to follow the publica- 
tion and posting of the lists. Every 
person in a district who notices the 
absénce of the name of some person 
he knows should have registered is 
expected to report that fact to the 
local board.

TO STAND 11 10 1

Judge Rassieur Will. Convene 
Court This Morning to Hear 
Verdict. 


The jury in the case of Charles Rock 
of 2002 Shenandoah avenue, charged 
with the murder of his wife, Minnie 
Rock, at their nome on tle night of July 
13 last, was unable to agree last nigh*, 
and was reported to stand 1! to 1 for 
acquittal 

At 10:30, four hours and a half after 
the jury began consideration of the 
case, Judge Ragsieur called the jury 
into the courtroom and announced that 
he woltld convene court at 9:30 this 
morning, and would receive the verdict 
then if it should be ready, 3 

Rock is proprietor of a planing mill. 
Unéer the judge’s instructicns, he can 
be found guilty of murder in the first 
or the sebond degree, or acquitted. The 
lowest punishment for second-degree 
murder is 10 years’ imprisonment. 

Rock shot his wife after. she haJ 
called a policeman to the house. The 
policeman had arrested Rock on his 
wife’s complaint and Rock had declared 
that he should not be arrested unless 
his wife were arrested also. While the 
policeman had his hard on Rock’s 
shoulder Rock suddenly drew the re- 
volver from his pocket and shot his wife 
in the head and the body. 

In making her complaint to the 
policeman Mrs. Rock had said that she 
and her husband quarreled about her 
plan to place their two younger daugh- 
ters, Eleanor, 14, and Ruth, 12, on the 
professional stage. 


Mrs. Rock Got Meals for Santino. 
Later investigation of the case showed 


that the most serious cause of trouble 
between the Rocks was the wife’s ai- 
leged fondness for John Santino. Ths 
oldest daughter, Mrs. Lillian Brunelli, 
18 years old, who was married two 
months ago to Victor Brunelli of 562% 
Easton avenue, wept as she testified in 
her father’s behalf yesterday, telling of 
her mother’s acquaintance with San- 
tino. She told of having seen Santino 
in the house at various hours, and said 
her mother would always get meals for 
him, though She would not get thern 


for Rock. Frequently, the daughter said, 


Santino was at the house for break- 
fast, 

She told of having seen her mother 
combing Santino’s hair and sprinkling 
talcum powder on his face. She said 
that when her father had resented San- 
tino’s presence in the house Santino had 
attacked him with a butcher knife. The 
father defended himself with a poker. 

The young woman said that money 
which her younger sisters earned by 
singing and dancing at entertainments 
was given by the mother to Santino.

The admissions of the young Italian, 
whose escape the New York police failed 
to prevent, were made in tears after 
searching interrogation by Judge Zuc- 
coni, broke down Cocchi’s reserve. 

Prior to this examination Cocchi ha? 
coolly and insistently maintained he had 
known Miss Cruger only two days be- 
fore her disappearance in February, 
when she went to his shop to have her 
skates sharpened, and had declared his 
conduct toward her was entirely correct. 

Makes Halting Confession. 

Under Judge Zuconni’s searching ques- 
tions today, however, Cocchi finally 
burst into tears and became so agitated 
as his confession fell haltingly from his 
lips that the persons surrounding him 
believed he was about to have an epilep- 
tic fit. 

Time was granted for him to recover 
and he then resumed the story of how 
the 18-year-old Wadleigh high school 
graduate met death at his hands in the 
building where her body was recently 
unearthed from the cellar. 

After making u phis mind to tell the 
truth Cocchi talked freely and with- 
out reserve gave full details of his 
crime, including the burial of. Miss 
Cruger’s body. After the confession 
had been completed the Judge direct- 
ed the clerk to read to Cocchi the 
written report of his deposition. The 
prisoner said it was correct and later 
signed it. 

Upon being further interrogated by 
the police, who were not satisfied hat 
the prisoner had told the entire truth, 
Cocchi admitted that the murder had 
been preceded by an assault. He had 
denied this previously. His confession is 
now considered to be complete. 

Signor Venturini, Cocchi’s counsel, 
presented a petition to the court to 
refuse the extradition of Cocchi. The 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs has been 
asked by the court to obtain the evi- 
dence against Cocchi through the Ital- 
ian Ambassador in Washington. This 
is asked with reference to the article in 
the Italian penal code which provides 
for the trial here of any Italian subject 
committing abroad a crime punishable 
in Italy with not less than three years’ 
imprisonment. 


ady to Suffer Penalty.” 
On veturabn to his cell, Cocchi said 


to the prison attendants: 


“At last I feel relieved. I have 
freed myself from a nightmare which 
tortured my conscience. Now I have 
told everything and I am ready to 
suffer any penalty.” 

Judge Zuconni questioned the 
American woman, a relative of Miss 
Cruger, who came here for the pur- 
pose of giving testimony concerning 
the motive for the crime and the cir- 
cumstances under which it was com- 
mitted. The name and address of 
this woman have not been ascertained. 

Alfredo Cocchi came to Bologna from 
New York in February, after the dis- 
appearance of Ruth Cruger. When the 
girl’s body was discovered in the base- 
ment of Cocchi’s motor cycle shop in 
New York, Police Commissioner Woods 
cabled to Italy asking for the man's 
arrest on a charge of murder. This wad 
followed by a request to the same effect 
by the State Department at Washing- 
ton, and Cocchi was arrested June ®. 


Cocchi’s Confession Probabiy Will Bar 
His Extradition, 

NEW YORK, June 23.—Samuel F. 
Frank, a*to.ney for the Italian Con- 
sulate here is of the opinion that 
Cocchi's confession practically elimi- 
nates all chance of his being brought 
back to this country. 

“The very first of the Italian penal 
code,” he said, “reads: ‘Extradition 
of an Italian citizen is not permitted.’ 
Cocchi’s lawyer, who undoubtedly 
urged his confession, had that article 
of the code in mind. 

“Of course our present close rela- 
tions with Italy may lead that Gov- 
ernment by special act of a new in- 
terpretation of the treaty to grant 
our demand for his return. I think 
this course extremely improbable.” If 
not extradited Cocchi in all proba- 
bility will be tried in Italy for the 
Cruger girl's murder. 

Simultaneously with the news from 
Rome that Alfredo Cocchi had con- 
fessed to the murder of Rufh Cruger, 
it was reported that at least a dozen 
more motor cycle policemen would be 
suspended as an outgrowth of the 
case. 

An investigation begun by Inspec- 
tor Faurot, at the directon of Police 
Commissioner Woods, it was said to- 
night, already had disclosed certain 
alleged irregular practices by mo- 
torcycle policemen, which substanti- 
ate a belief that motorists have been 
victims of petty graft through falsi- 
fied records of summonses and arrests 
for speeding and other traffic viola- 
tions. Cocchi is believed to have been 
a go-between for the patrolmen in 
many of these transactions.

In consideration of the acceptance of 
the request of the United Railways for 
the abolition of the mill-per-passenger 
tax and the validation of all the com- 
pany’s franchises for 30 years or more, 
the city will demand a reduction in the 
oorporation’s capitalization, valuation of 
its properties, control over its opera- 
tion and expenditures, participation in 
the net surplus earnings to the extent 
of @ per cent and the right to acquire 
the lines at the origina! appraisement, 
plus the value of improvements and ex- 
tensions. 

City Counselor Daues and C. E. Smith, 
consulting engineer of the Department 
of Public Utilities, agreed on the gen- 
eral outlines of the city’s counter pro- 
posal in the course of a three hours’ 
conference yesterday. Modifications 
may be made to accommodate the prop- 
osition to the requirements of the city 
charter, but these will affect only de- 
tails of lesser importance. 

Conference Next Wednesday. 

A meeting of the joint conference rep- 
resenting the company and the city will 
be called by Mayor Kiel for next 
Wednesday if by that time Counselor 
Daues and Engineer Smith have com- 
pleted their tentative draft of the city’s 

The Mayor desires to have 
it submitted to officials of the United 
Railways before he leaves for New York 
Wednesday night, to be absent for five 
or six days. 

The city’s detailed proposition contains 
@emands covering the following: 

Valuation of the company’s prop- 
erties and contraction of its present 
capitalization; with a lHmitation of 
earnings to 6 per cent after deduc- 
tions for depreciation, operating ex- 
penses and other charges. 

Provision for sharing the net sur- 
plus fn the ratio of @ per cent for 
the city and # per cent for the 
company. 

Creation of a sinking fund (as one 
of the fixed charges) for a gradual 
reduction of the capitalization be- 
low the amount to be fixed in the 
firat agreement, so as to afford the 
city the right and opportunity to 
purchase the property at a decreas- 
ing cost, 

Reservation of the city’s optiom of 
using ite share of the net surplus 
either for public purposes or for re- 
investment in improvements or ex- 
tensions of the company’s present 
System, or in the building of either 
subways or elevated lines or both. 

Participation by the city in the

sent a credit which would practically 
reduce the purchase price of the 
system if eventually it were deemed 
advisable to acquire it as a municipal 
enterprise. 

The ——-ta Pt this wea result 
is explained thus: If the city’s share 
of the net surplus should average $300,- 
000 a year, in two decades the municipal- 
ity’s ownership would be $6,000,000 of 
the total valuation. At the same time 
the sinking fund to be set aside would 
effect a reduction In the capitalization 
so that the purchase price would be the 
original valuation plug the cost of im- 
provements, extensions, etc. Granting 
that the capitalization diminished to the 
amount of $10,000,000 and the city’s re- 
investment had risen to a total of $6,- 
000,000 in 20 years, the property at the 
end of that period could be acquired 


for public ownership for the amount of 
the first appraisement and the value of 
subsequent improvements, less $16,000,- 
000. 


Validation for 30 Years 
The vaiidation of the franchises by 


the city will be for a term of W# years 
or longer, and urider the provisions vf 
the charter permitting the acquisition 
of the properties at the first valuation, 
plus the cost of improvements, exten- 
sions, etc., at the end of ten years, and 
at the end of each five-year period 
thereafter. 

If the United Railways accepts the 
city’s proposals in the main, time wi 
be allowed the company to reor&nize 
to meet the conditions of the ordinance 
by which the adjustment is sanctioned. 
No period will be stipulated in the first 
draft of the city’s proposition, but 
President McCulloch of the United 
Railways last Wednesday asserted that 
a year would be needed to get the con- 
currence of the company’s stockholders 
and bondholders.

CONVERSATION IS RELATED 


Representative Kinder of Butlers 
Tells of Talk With Man 
in Q ti 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., June 23.—Rep- 
resentative Francis Kinder of Butler 
County today was discovered by a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent toa be an im- 
portant witness in the legislative graft 
investigation being conducted by As- 
sistant Attorney-General Howell and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer in St. 
Louis. 

He told of a talk with one of the 
more active of the members of the St. 
Louis delegation in the House in which 
the St. Louisan, he said, told that he 
was to have received $800 if an attempt 
by chripractors to obtain the passage 
of a bill to license them in Missouri had 
been successful, 

“The St. Louis member was very ac- 
tive in behalf of the chiropractors’ bill,”’ 
Representative Kinder said, “and fre- 
quently urged me to support it. He 
talked about the bill nearly every time 
I met him. 

“When the bill came up for engross- 
ment it was defeated, and later a mo- 
tion to reconsider it »was offered. It 
failed of engrossment on the reconsid- 
eration. My memory is not clear as to 
the exact time, but it was after one of 
these failures that the St. Louis member 
gave me my first intimation that he 
had a financial interest in the passage 
of the bill. 

“Has Cost <tc $800.” 

“He saw that I had voted against it 
and came to me and upbraided me se- 
verely for voting against it. He told 
me: ‘Your action has cost me exactly 
$800. The passage of the bill was worth 
that to me, and I would have received 
it if the bill had passed.’ --. - 

“My recollection is that I jokingly 
told him that he ought to have told me 
about that before the vote was taken.’’ 

Representative Kinder also told an in- 
teresting anecdote of the same St. Louis 
member and his. open remarks abo it 
the opportunities of legislators. 

“I was walking along the street with 
him one night,’’ Representative Kinder 
said, “having met him when I was on 
my way to dinner. He asked me where 
I dined, and I mentioned a very moder- 
ate priced place. He tapped me on the 
shoulder and said: 

‘* *When you have had my experience, 
boy, you won't eat there. It’s T-bone 
steaks for mine.’ 

“Usually after that I greeted him as 
‘T-Bone’ when I met him.”’ 

Representative Kinder was one of the 
more active Republican members of the 
House, although the 1917 session was the 
first he had attended as a member. He 
quickly attained a position of influence 
in the Republican caucus and on the 
floor. 

The chiropractic bill was introduced 
in the House by Representative Shan- 
non of Audrain County and in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Brogan of St. Louis. 
It was engrossed in the Senate, but did 
not come to a final vote. In the House 
it failed of engrossment, and a mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which it 
failed was offered by Representative 
William J. McPherson of 1340 Bayard 
avenue, St. Louis. 

Other Evidence of Graft. 

It was on this bill that Representa- 
tive Guy B. Mitchell of Taney County 
a week ago told a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that he was offered $1000 by 
a Jefferson City lawyer, Representativ: 
Mitchell having oppoged the bill each 
time it was *considered in the House. 
He said the offer was made as an in- 
ducement to him to withdraw his op- 
position to the measure. 

Much testimony already has bee. 
heard by the Grand Jury in St. Louis on 
the chiropractic bill, many chiropra:>- 
tors having been sunimoned after the 
Circuit Attorney's office had receive 
information that a legislative fund of 
several thousand dollars had been col- 
lected from chiropractors for the uss 
of chiropractic lobbyists in Jefferson 
City. It is understood that contributors 
to the fund were informed the money 
would be returned to them if the bil) 
failed to pass,

A. A. U. Officials Worried Over 
St. Louis’ Failure to Go 
Ahead with Games. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—Dilly-dally- 
ing by the officials of the Western As- 
sociation of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, with headquarters at St. Louis, 
‘has brought abLout no end of confusion 
with reference to the holding of the 
1917 National Track and Field Cham- 
pionships. 

With the dates settled and arrange- 


ments for the meet apparently going 
along smoothly, the shampionenp 
committee, of which Frederick A 
Rubien is chairman, has found itself 
up against a stone wall with the time 
for the big meet little more than a 
month away. 

Money seems to be the chief ob- 
stacle in the way of the St. Louis 
committee, headed by Thomas Watts 
of the Western Association, which 
was intrusted with the task of mak- 
ing preparations for the games. Week 
after week the committee. reported 
that it was making “progress,” but 
for a month now everything has been 
silent and the championship com- 
mittee has reluctantly almost reached 
the conclusion to cancel the award of 
the games to St. Louis and designate 

other city. 

This is where the national com- 
mittee is finding its chief difficulty, 
because money for the athletic 
games seems to be as i ay in other 
cities as it is in St. Louis, an an itin- 
formal decision has been reached by 
the committee that it will conduct 
the games itself, rather than run the 
danger of more delay ty turning the 
plans over to a local organization.

“Battling” John Has Lost Many 
Fights, but Very Few Refereed 
by the N. L. Directors — His 
Talent and His Club Are Both 
Necessities, Officials Seem to 
Believe.

HEN the National League direc- 
tors last week, for. the second 
time in two years, dolled up John J. 
‘*Battling’’ McGraw in a brand-new 
coat of whitewash, following a scath- 
ing denunciation of the league’s presi- 
dent attributed to McGraw by New 


York newspaper writers, the baseball 


world wondered. 

It wondered that McGraw’s denial 
passed without any rebutting testi- 
mony being asked of the writers. It 


also wondered what influence Mc- 
Graw wielded over the rest of the 
league that forced the directors to 


nendpt his seemingly unsupported state- 
ment. 

McGraw’'s career has been a suc- 
cession of broils, rows and recrimina- 
tions, some of these hitting even at 
the throned leaders of the game. He 
has fought, baited, condemned, de- 
nounced and bulldozed throughout his 
career, if the stories that have from 
time to time appeared in print are to 
be believed, 

He has even (on the field and dur- 
ing a world's series game) had the 
temerity to allece that the series was 
an American League frameup and 
that a brother of Connie Mack had 


to make the result certain! 
That was in 1911. The uncalled-for 


assault on the honesty of the game ' 
was allowed to pass by the National 
Commission with a mere censure. 

Last year, toward the close of the 
season, this eaglet’s temper led him 
into another attack that seemingly 
hit at the heart of the pastime. 

In the course of a series with the 
Brooklyn team, McGraw, whose club 
was play!ng indifferent baseball, after 
having come up through the league sub- 
trata with a record of 26 successive 
victories, left the park during a game, 
saying, according to published stories: 
“My men are not trying to win,”’ or 
words to that effect. 

For this McGraw was called to ac- 
count after the usual N. L. manner. He 
was exonerated, President Tener declar- 
ing the affair to be merely a discip- 
linary matter between McGraw and his 


men. 

M *s punishment for his fight 
with *T> pire Byron was a fine and 
a suerension of 16 days—the heaviest 
blow ever dealt him. It is popularly 
believed, however, that his fine was not 
paid by himself and that his suspension 
merely transferred his activities from 
the bench to a reat in the box behind it. 


McGraw Laughs at N. L. 


HUS McGraw nas, seemingly, been 
able to set at defiance the entire 
power of the National League. No oth- 
er explanation of the directors’ failure 
to do something more drastic can be 
given then that they need and fear 
the Little Napoleon, a wonderful 
baseball man, in many ware. 

There are many who think that it is 
well for McGraw that his lot was 
cast in the National League and not in 
the American, where heads fall quickly 
when discipline is breached—as, for ex- 
ample, the case of Georre Stallings, who 
was dropped in midseason from the 
American League with a near-pennant 
winning combination. 

eGraw’s position is heavily in- 
trenched. He not only is a man of 
es baseball capabilities, but he has 

hind him the support of the most im- 
—— club in the league and the very 

t baseball team as well. threat 
has been mentioned, in -onnection with 
the recent ragging of McGraw, accord- 
ing to which it was hinted the New 
York owners were prepared to quit the 
league and barnstorm the team, leaving 
the National high and dry. 

High and dry is right. Without the. 
Giants the league would have ‘no 
grounds; also it would have no team, 
even if it had grounds. Without both, 
all the clubs of the league would suffer 
a financial knockout For the other 
clubs of the ledgue have come to bat- 
ten and rely on the sustenance fur- 
nished by the Polo Grounds.

Men Who Join Standing Force 
Likely to Be Sent to 
Front Soon. 


Tt ts President Wilson's desire, as 
expressed in an official proclamation, 
that recruiting activities this week in 
all parts of the country be centered 
On the enlistment of men for the reg- 
ular army. 

The President desires that 70,000 
additional soldiers be added to the 
egular force by next Saturday night. 

ese are to be men between 18 and 
40 years of age who are unmarried 
and without dependents and who are 
not engaged in otcupations vital to 
the prosecution of the war. 

St. Louis has been called upon to 
do its share and it is expected that 
civic and other organizations which 
heretofore have given such valuable 
aid in recruiting for other branches 
of the service will direct their con- 
eerted effort to filling the ranks of 
the regulars. 

*tatas of Those Who Enlist. 

Mien who enlist in the regular army 
pew will have the assurance that they 
Til actually be in the service within 
a hours after they are accepted. 
There will be no waiting for specific 
units to be filled. When their names 
are placed on the rolls they will be 
a part of the army and practically 
on their way to the front, for it is 
conceded that the regulars will have 
the earliest possible opportunity to 
see actual service in the war zone. 

Gen. EB. J. Spencer of the Missouri 
National Guard will aid in big re- 
cruiting drive and civic, patriotic and 
church organizations also will help. 

Even those who cannot enlist, in- 
@uding women and children, will 
héve an opportunity to aid in the 
work and thereby do a valuable ser- 
vite to the country. Individuals are 
asked to talk with men of their ac- 
qQ2aintance who are eligible for mili- 
tary service and to persuade them to 
join the regular army. 

The names of all persons who suc- 
ceed in inducing at least one man to 
join the army will be placed on a roll 
af honor which will be posted in the 
recruiting offices and will be published. 
It will be a proud distinction to be on 
this roll of honor. 

Appeal of Major Goode. 

Maj. George W. Goode, in charge o1 
the recruiting office here, yesterday 
appeared before the War Board of the 
Chamber of Commerce and made a 
gtrong appeal for aid during ‘regular 
aimy week.” | 

“It must be made clear,’’ Maj. Goode 
explained to the War Board, “that the 
need is urgent, else President Wilson 
would not have made it the subject of 
a proclamation. The President has 
specified in his appeal for recruits that 
they are to volunteer for the regular 
army as distinguished from any other 
unit. 

. “The regular army is the nucleus 
about which the other forces are to be 
Organized, and the law provides that 
this regular army must be filled up to 
war strength of 300,000 men by June 2%. 

“Men who have registered for tie 
Graft can enlist. The regular army can- 
hot depend upon conscription to fill its 
ranks; it must be filled at once by vol- 
Untary enlistment. 


“St. Louis has contributed generously 
in its work of helping the Government. 
Every appeal has shown results which 
piace her at the top of the roll of honor. 
She is now asked to send her sons to 
become trained soldiers at once, for the 
regular army is the active branch of 
the service. Recruits are put into 
training at onc#e Many of the volun- 
teers received this week will be trained 
and ready to drill the large army that 


will be raised from those who have 


registered for the draft. 

“Young men from 19 to 22 can be ap- 
pointed from the ranks to West Point, 
and between 21 and 27 years they can 
get commissions as second lieutenants— 
@irect from the ranks after one year's 
service in either casge.’’

A field artillery regiment consists 
of six batteries divided into two bat- 
talions, a sanitary detachment and 
headquarters detachment,’ in which 
the mounted tand is included, alto- 
gether a minimum strength of 47 
officers and 893 men.

HEN war was declared against Germany by 
this country a sea-faring man in San Fran- 
cisco telegraphed an offer of his services 
to the Navy Department at Washington. 

Five minutes after the receipt of the message in Wash- 
ington a reply was sent to Robert Fergusson, the sender 
of the telegram to report at once to Philadelphia where 
a commission awatted him. The Navy Depertment 
wasn't going to take any chances of losing Fergusson. 

Fergusson, who is 39 years old, is the hero of one of 
the most daring adventures of the sea, an adventure 
which a British Admiralty Court went out of tts way 
to characterize as so hazardous @nd courageous as to 
demand wunestinted admiration. Briefly here is whai 
Fergusson did: Last October he shipped as second mate 
on the tugboat Vigilant, 165 tons, about to make a trip 
from Norfolk, Va. to Cardiff, Wales. In mid-ocean the 
tug was on the verge of going to the bottom when a 
Hotiand American liner came to the rescue. The cap 
tain of the-little craft abandoned the ship with 13 men 
Fergusson and two of the crew refused to leave ani 
brought the craft safe to shore after sufferings of the 
cruelest sort and with death a constent companion by 
the wheel. Let Fergusson tell the story of the trip in 
his own words: 


WAS in New York when ! received the offer to 
ship as second mate of the Vigilant. A couple 
of engineers left with me for Norfolk. We 
learned there that the Vigilant had tried 
% make the voyage a week before, and 
hed put back with a bad list. She 
was anything but seaworthy, though 
a heavy wooden turtle-back had been built over 
her. But to Cardiff she had to go. The British I 
Government had bought her for $175,000. , 
“We got to Newport News, where everybody 
quit but the captain, chief mate, chief engineer 
and myself. With a new crew we made Brook- 
lyn, where once more all the hands quit. We 
hired a full crew of 13 at handsome pay and 
sailed Oct. 11 for St. Johns, N. F. The mes 
didn't like the ship, and at St. Johns two quit 
-So we sailed short handed. 
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“The Rijndam came up at 6:30 and her officer, on taking off our last boatload of men, was 
surprised to learn that three of us were staying.

“There was nothing doing, so I went to the engine 
room, and picked out Tom Welch, an oiler.

As we landed we got our 
first sight of the harvest of war. A big hospital on 
the quay was filled with wounded men. We had 24 hours 
in what they called a “rest camp.’ We slept on cobble 
Stones in shacks which were so utterly comfortiess that 
it would be an insult to a Kentucky thoroughbred to call 
them stables. Then we were on the way to Belgian town 
ef Poperinghe, which is 150 miles from Havre and was, 
at that time, the rail head of the Ypres salient. We 
@ade the trip in box cars which were marked in French: 
“Eight horses or 40 men,” and we had to draw straws to 
aecide who should lie down. 

We got to Poperinghe at 7 a. m. and the ‘scouts had 
fed us into the front trenches at 2 the next morning. Our 
position was to the left of St. Eloi and was known as 
“The Island,” because it had no support on either flank. 
On the left were the Yser Canal and the bluff which 
forms its banks. On the right were 300 yards of battered- 
down trenches, which had been rebuilt twice and blown 


whenever they wanted to. Our high command had con- 
cinded that it was untenable, and so we, on one side of 
it, and the British, on the other, had to just keep it 
scouted and protect our separate flanks. Another name 
they had for that position was the “Bird Cage.” That 
was because the first fellows who moved into it had 
made themselves nice and comfy and put up wire nettings 
to prevent anyone from tossing bombs in on them. Thus, 
when the Germans stirred up the spot with an accurate 
shower of “whiz-bangs”’ and “coal boxes,”’ the same being 
13-pounders and six-inch shells, that wire netting pre- 
sented a spectacle of utter inadequacy which husn’t been 
equaled in this war. ‘ 

They called the position which we were assigned to 
defend “The Gravevard of Canada.’ That was because 
of the fearful losses of the Canadians here in the second 
battle of the’ Ypres, from April 21 to June, 1915, when 
the first gas attack in the world’s history was launched 
by the Germans, and, although the French on the left 
and the British on the right fell back, the Canadians 
stayed where they were put. 


EIGHTY-SEVENTH CANADIANS. 


We were a new battalion, we had been less than 72 
hours on the continent of Europe and the Germans were 
not supposed to know anything that was going on be- 
hind our lines! 

We learned, afterward, that concealed telephones in 
the houses of the Belgian Burgomasters of the villages 
of Dinkiebusch and Renninzghelst, near our position, gave 
communitation with the German headquarters opposite 
us. One of the duties of a detail of our men, soon after 
that, was to stand these two Burgomasters up against a 
wall and shoot them.
